_ Cause For Increase 


The rise in the price of coal to 
such abnormal rates fs entirely due 
to the shortage of available shipping. 
Very nearly. all the British merchant 
shipping has been requisitioned; and 
British shipping now available is sald 
to be plying for the benefit of 
Government. - As a Public Utility 
company, .even though we pay -to 
Government sums three or four times 
the amount distributed among our 
shareholders, we must still carry on 
as we can and-trust that Government 
wHI tackle this difficult question: as 
soon as possible.

During 1940 we paid the Govern- 
ment over $900,000 ‘in rents and 
royalties—but we shall be unable to 
buy coal ot . present prices and pay 
such large sums to Government. 

I am happy to state that steps are 
just, being taken to enable us to 
obtain our coal supplies at a much 
iower rates, . 

The imposition of new taxhtlon, 
including $25 per ton on fuel oil and 
10 cents per gallon on lubrication ofl 
has also increased our operation costs.

Death of Mr Eu Tong-sen. ‘The 
sudden denth occurred to-day of Mr 
Eu Tong-cen, Malayan tin magnate 
ond big Hongkong property owner. 

Although Mr Eu had not been in 
the best of health lately, his death 
was entirely unexpected, particularly 
by racing enthusiasts, among whom’ 
he was present at the Happy Valicy 
mecting on Saturday. After the 
meeting he went to his castle across 
Tolo Uarbour from Taipo Intending 
to spend the week-end ‘there, but 
after tiMn to-day he suddenly col- 
Japsed and died before medical aid 
could be summoned. Death was duc 
to heart failure. 

Mr Eu was generally reckoned u 
multi-millionuire, and his rise from 
comparative poverty was quoted as 
an example of unaided business en- 
terprise. . 

Born near Canton, 64 years ago, 
Mr Eu inherited a small legacy which 
enabled him to migrate to Singapore 
where he laid the foundation of his 
Immense fortune. His first moncy 
was mode by dealing in patent medi- 
cines but ‘Inter he opened. a money 
exchange In his drug store branches 
and carned steady commissions on 
the remittances sent. by Chinese in 
Malnyn to thelr native villages. 

The major portion of his fortune, 
however, came from wise Jand pur- 
chases In Malaya. When the tin 
boom broke there, rich deposits were 
found on his land and he owned 
many mines outright. ‘ 

~ Mr Eu travelled extensively In 
middle age but resided mainly in 
Malaya in a marble villa said to have 
cost $1,000,000, Straits currency. 

Moving to Hongkong in 1927, Mr 
Eu began investing in real estate and 
building palatial castles for his family 

_ and modern apartments — for lettin. 
A popular legend, denied by Mr 
wag that be had been told by 
soothsayer that he would continue 
living 3 Iong_as he continued buljd- 
ing. 

Two celebrated landmarks in the 

Colony were his castles “Euston” and

Colony's Health.—Behind the bare 
statistics compiled in the office of the 
Registrar-General of Births and 
Deaths Hes a prim story. A repre- 
sentative of the “Hongkong Tele- 
grpah" who visited Medical Head- 
quarters learned that, although there 
had been an actual decrease in births 
during the first: quarter of 1941, 
wmourting to just under 1,000. there 
had been on increase of nearly 4,000 
in the number of deaths registered 
during the same period. 


It is a sad commentary, stated an 


official, that the age group responsible * 


for a great’ part of this increase {s 
dhat of young childrer, up to five 
years of age. 

Asked by the reporter what were 
the main causes of the increased loss 
of llfe as compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1040, the Director 
of Medical Services stated that Beri- 
ber! and Pellagra (two of the prin- 
clpal deficiency disenses) accounted 
for over 900 more deaths. In nddi- 
tion, he affirmed that there were: 540 
more deaths from Tuberculosis, 1,118 
more deaths from Enteritis (a pro- 
portion of which were referable to 
faulty feeding), nnd 324 more deaths 
from Cholern which, though 
dangerous infectious disease, often 
struck down those whose bodles were

uppealed to -the hungry and Mm- 
nourish could be offered. 


He felt that such kitchens could be 
used In the same way as those at the 
Government refugee camps had been 
used for the past two and three- 
quarter years, that is to say, in 
familiarising a section of the com- 
munity with the health value of un- 
polished or: partially polished rice 
soya bean products and vegetables nt 
very low cost. He mentioned that, 
by dint of research and field experl- 
ment, it had been found possible te 
provide two substantial meals a day. 
‘In the Government refugee camps at 
20 cents per day for adult males (and 
correspondingly less for children), 
even at the present high. price level 
for good quality rice—white ‘and red 
(unpolished). 


The Director of Medical Services 
admitted that it was possible that.a 
proportion of the sufferers from Beri. 
berl, Pellagra and other disenses of 
malnutrition spent what wages they 
earned unwiscly; although even with 
the best intentions of following ex- 
pert advice: very many could not 
obtain suMelert nourishing food tu 
keep them strong and well, 


He suggested that those who were 
better endowed with the. world’s 
goods should make their contribution 
by setting an example in thelr own 
-homes, factories, workshops and 
shops by having the “healthy” foods 
prepared for their farnilics, thelr de- 
pendents and works and -themselves,

Weston Point. The dock 
workers of the Clyde area are to 
be included in the scheme later, 
All the workers thus put in 
State. employment will be 
engaged on a guaranteed weekly 
basis. The guarantecd minimum 
payment will be for cleven turns 
a week at the agreed port rates, 
‘Each turn’ will consist of four 
hours, day.or night. .There will 
be. extra pay for Saturday 
afternoon and Synday work. 
Wages are to be paid on.Thurs- 
days. Canteens-are to be estnb- 
lished at all docks and reserves 
of food will be available for.the 
workers. . 

__ As Mr Bevin said in, outlining 
the scheme, the now conditions 
of employment will give dock 
workers security, adequate pay- 
ment for the job,. and ‘the 
assurance that thelr . labour, is 
being used efficlontly.

It is so startling that one finds 
it dificult to understand it, for 
nothing similar could possibly 
happen in England. If we

Death of Mr Eu Tone-sen, The 
sudden death occurred to-day of Mr 
Eu Tong-sen, Malayan tln magnate 
-and big Hongkong property owner. 

Although Mr Fu had not been in 
the best of health lotely, his death 
was entirely unexpected, particularly 
by racing enthusiusts, among whom 
he was present at the Happy Valley 
meeting on Saturday. After the 
mecting, he went to his castle across 
Tolo Harbour from Talpo intending 
to spend the week-end ‘there, ‘but 
after tiffin ‘to-day he suddenly col- 
Inpsed and diced before medical aid 
could be summoned. Death was due 
to heart failure. 

Mr Eu was generally reckoned a 
multl-millionalre, and his rise from 
comparative poverty was quoted as 
an example of unnided business en- 
terprise. : : 

Born near Canton, 64 years ago, 
Mr Eu inherited a mmal) legacy which 
enabled him to migrate to Singapore 
where he Intd the foundation of his 
{mmense fortune, His first money 
was made by dealing in patent medi- 
cines but later he opened a money 
exchange in his drug store branches 
and earned steady commissions on 
the remittances sent by Chinese in 
Malaya to thelr native villages. 

The mofor portion of his fortune, 
however, came from wise land pur- 
chases jn Malaya. When the tin 
boom broke there, rich deposits were 
found on hig Jand and he owned 
many mines outright. 


Mr Eu travelled extensively in 


middle age but resided malniy In. 


Malaya in a marble villa said to have 
cost $1,000,000, Straits currency. 

Moving to Hongkong tn 1927, Mr 
Eu began investing Jn real estate and 
building palattal castles for his family 
and modern apartments for Ietting. 
A popular legend, denied by: Mr, Eu, 
was that he had been told by a 
soothsayer that he would continue 
living as long as he continued bulld- 
ing. °° 3 

Two celebrated landmarks‘ in the’ 
Colony were his castles “Euston” and 
“Eucliff," jn Bonham Road and Re- 
pulse Buy Road. Built of the finest 
materials and decoration largely with 
expensive_tittings_Infported from. the 
Continent, these hames were sa 
have cost more than $500,000 cach. 
On o similar scale of grandeur was 
his Talpo castle where he died, 


Big Property Owner 

Among his real estate holdings 
were “Eu Gardens," a block of up- 
to-date apartments in Argyle Strect, 
Kowloon, and similar blocks in Blue 
Pool. Road, Wongnelchong and’ Re- 
pulse Bay Road, 

An enthusiastic racing —stpporter, 
Mr Eu wos a member of the Hong- 
kong Jockey Club, attended practl- 
enlly every meeting and ran the 
Colony’s biggest stable of —pontes, 
many of which had carried his 
colours to victory, His interests in 
racing began abut five years ago. 
His first ponies were named Rose but 
later he secured several Eve ponies 
when the Sassoon stable was sold 
two years ago, His interests In rac- 
ing was, however, purely recreational, 
for his stable winnings, although fre- 
quent, were only a portion of the 
upkeep of his long string. 

Mr Eu had contributed to several 
charitable and public institutions. A 
life member of the Court of the 
University, he had made the Institute 
several donations including one for 
the erection of the gymnasium which 
now bears his name. The Police 
Club In Boundary Street was built 
largely through his efforts, he had 
fitted out two clinica for the Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association and oa gift 
had enabled the formation of A.R.P, 
Clubs throughout the Colony. In the 
last war he gave ao ficct of tanks and 
nn_acroplane to the Allies. . 

In recent years Mr Eu had retirea 
fram public office, although in his 
ycunker days he had been a member 
of the Federated Malay States 
Council. ‘ 

Mr Eu leaves a widow and revernt 
_children. Two of his sons, Messrs 
Eu Keng-loon and W. K, ¥, Eu were 
marricd in 1080 to Miss Nancy. Kan, 
daughter of Mr, Kan Tong-po, Chief 
Monocer of the Honk of East Asia, 
and Miss May Shum.

He felt that such kitchens could be 
used In the same way as those at the 
Government: refugee camps had been 
used for the past two and three- 
quarter years, that is to say; in 
famillarising a section of the com- 
munity with the health value of un- 
polished or partially polished rice, 
soyn bean products.and vegetables at 
very low cost. He mentloned that, 
by dint of research and field experi-

The Director of Medical Services 
admitted that {t was possible that o 
proportion of the sufferers from Beri- 
beri, Pellagra and. other diseases of 
malnutrition spent what wages they 
earned unwisely; although even with 
the best Intentions of followlng ex- 
pert advice very many could not 
obtain sufficient nourishing food to 


_keep them strong.and well, 


He suggested that those who were 
better endowed. with the world’s 
goods should make’ their contribution 
by setting on example in. thelr own

Two years Jater he jolned the 
Sanitury Department and In 1907 was 
appointed Acting First-Class Inspec- 
tor, Animal Depot and Sloughter 
House, From July 9, 1913, to March 
6G, 1914, he was Acting Inspector-In- 
Charge and in. May, 1914, became 
Superintendent of Mails at the 
General Post Office, a post he held 
until his retirement In May, 1038. 


‘ Born in New Zealand, the late Mr 
Hynes served in the Boer War, and 
after being in the Transvaol through- 
out that war he settled on the land 
in South Africa. This not proving a 
success he joined the Police Force in 
the Transvaal, In 1904 he Jeft to 
come to Hongkong where he remain- 
ed until bis retirement except for 
twice visiting New Zealand and go- 
ing to England a number of times on 
leave. ,
